One of the lawyers, Mr. Izard - Kreavchenko ’s lawyer too - told Mr. Dianu that this /j 
trial with international fame will become the trial of the satellite governments by 
the free citiaena of the oocupied countries. Mr. Dianu seems well intentibned t 
the Hungarians seem to appeare well prepared, the Bulgarians headed by Dimitrof, V

I will try to obtain through the acquaintances I made since I am an # author*, the 
functioning liceoce^of the Association of Free Romanians in Frances Before I start 
knocking at the doors I would like to hear your oppinion. 

Mr. George Rftutu. as well as the others members of the Cbnmdttae are sad because 
they would: like'to make some deaonstratibns at least through festivals (Oh God)t they 
do not lack initiative, but money. Mr. RSutu says that even leaving of Romanians ■£ 
there are no funds /issuing of the "Romanul"/ I am sorry to see that one cannot 
find any ideas to solve this question. According to me. there are many things to 
be done. But they are right here; one cannot move. 

The others are buying consciences. This would not be to important in itself, 
since the people who let themaelvea be bought are uniteresting. The pbaenomenon is 
disgusting. And dangerous because it seems they are the moral authors of the expul- 
eion of MF^v aslliu-Cluj * (The situation of Mr. Cluj will be straightened, but I 
•uspeot that 'the French Police is bored by all the vftxa string pulling and intrigue* 
of those who have no other occupation.) l am not in the position to give you de- 
tails of the string pulling connected with Mr. Cluj's deportation. You know I do 
not like to speak without grounds. George^Rkutu eaysthat the denial of the licence 
for the functioning of the Association of Free Romanians is due to them. 



I do not know when these painful details will stop. I always said you ware a 
aalnt, having to work with such people. In my oppinion the politicians will quarrel 
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not with the parachute on their back, but in the plane in which they dream it will 
take them, complete wit television, etc... back to Bineeaa Airport from whore car- 
pete will be rolled out to each ministerial office fbr those in the plane. The 
quarrel among the politician is probably due to this important question i who will 
be first to come down from the plane T 

I am terribly depressed because foreign newspapermen whom I met lately say that 

I am a * funny Romanian - in the Romanian fight abroad which they say themselves -

They 
do not tell me anything I don't know already and I try to tell them that this is 
the emigrant's psychosis. I do not. succeed convincing them t one san see on my 
ffcce as in the movies that I would like bo 2 ay something different. I said it many 
times before that an •author's" life has many sides which make me ask myself why I 
should have become a newspaperwoman instead of a poetess.
